It s a little easier to get where 
you’re going in east Plano these days, 
but just wait—it will get worse again 
Several of the older streets which 
have been repaved are open to traffic, 
although there is still some work to do, 
according to Tom Walton, traffic 
engineer. 
Walton opened 18th Street between 
Avenue P and Avenue M Friday. 
Sections in front of Williams High and 
M endenhall 
E lem entary 
w ere 
com pleted 
earlier 
to 
m inim ize 
disruption to school traffic 
Some traffic is also using Avenue N 
from 19th Street to 14th Street and 16th 
Place from Avenue M to Avenue N, 
although som e finishing is still 
needed. 
The rem ainder of the contract—the 
paving of Avenue M between 18th and 
14th streets and of 18th Street between 
Avenue K and Avenue M—will be 
concluded by Ed Bell Construction 
Company in conjunction with the 
Parker Road project. 
Bell is building additional traffic 
lanes on P a rk e r Road between 
Independence Parkway and Coit Road 
and an asphalt connection is being 
extended to Preston Road. 
The company is now in Dallas 
working on the Reunion project, but 
the necessary machinery will soon be 
returned to Plano for the excavation 
of 18th Street and the final subgrade 
preparation of Parker Road. 
In order to keep access to the post 
office and other businesses along 18th 
Street open, Walton plans to pave only 
half of the roadway at a time. 
Half of the street will be paved and 
while the contractor is waiting for the 
concrete to cure, Avenue M will be 
completely paved. 
Bell 
then can 
return to do the second half of 18th 
Street. 
The project should be completed 
sometime in mid-December, Walton 
said. Other construction projects are 
also coming along on schedule. 
FM 544 between Westwood Drive 
and Independence Parkway should be

PISD Voters Say Y es 
To New Bond Funds 


' With only 1.821 total voters going to 
the polls Saturday, Plano Independent 
School District residents approved the 
largest bond issue in PISD history 
1,521 to 300. 
The more than four-to-one margin 
will allow the school district to sell 
$38.5 million in bonds which will 
provide funds for eight schools, ll 
sites, additions, renovations and 
planning. 
“We 
were disappointed 
in 
the 
turnout,” said Dr. H. Wayne Hen­ 
drick, school superintendent, “but 
pleased with the results.” 
An east Plano-west Plano split of 
ballots showed 585 total ballots cast on 
the eastside and 1,117 on the west. 
Four hundred forty-three eastsiders 
and 1,026 westsiders approved the 
bonds while 142 and 151 voted in op­ 
position on the east and west sides 
respectively. 
In the absentee tally, 52 were in 
favor of the issue and seven were in 
opposition. 


W eatherford E lem en tary School 
recorded the largest number of ballots 
cast with 433 voters for and 42 against. 
The lowest turnout of the day had 50 
ballots for the issue and 14 against at 
Aldridge Elem entary School. 


The remaining seven polling places 
(with for and against votes listed 
respectively) follow: 
Sigler Elem entary School, 88 and 
29; Meadows, 113 and 34; Shepard, 163 
and 53; Barron, 104 and 23; Form an, 
128 and 17; Mendenhall, 98 and 68; 
Christie, 292 and 13. 


One of the schools provided for in 
the newly-approved bond program is 
already under construction in the 
Kimberlea addition in west Plano. 
Wells Elem entary School should be 
completed for the 1978-79 school year. 
Two other elem entaries on the 
westside-Thom as and Harrington-- 
are also underway for 1978-79 but are 
being constructed with funds from the 
Committee Studies 
Vocational Program

Kids Receive Pre-School Boost 


Early Childhood Aids Handicapped 


Childhood Education program for 
three and four-year old handicapped 
youngsters. 
“ H andicapped’’ 
in 
the 
E arly 
Childhood program refers to many 
disabilities ranging from physical 
handicaps such as cerebral palsey or 
mental retardation to learning han­ 
dicaps such as emotional disturbance 
or delayed speaking. 
Whatever the child’s handicap, the 
goal of the program according to 
E arly Childhood team chairm an 
Mary Jean Easley is to prepare each 
student for his future education. 
“What we attem pt to do with the 
children is to ready them for kin­ 
dergarten or whatever otl.er school 
situation they will enter when they 
leave here,” explained Mrs. Easley. 
“The Early Childhood staff feels 
that if problems are diagnosed in 
these very early years, we have a 
better chance to work through the 
situation and help prepare that child 
for m ainstream classes by the time he 
reaches school of some type, or find 
the proper class where he will be able 
to function.” 
Mrs. Easley said that all 36 children 
in the program —oven the “most in­ 
volved” or those with the most severe 
physical handicaps—have some kind 
of language problem whether it be 
delayed speech or an articulation 
disorder. 
“ All of our children need special 
help with language,” the lead teacher 
noted “ We have some children this 
year who are so delayed that language 
hasn’t taken a place in their lives yet. 
They haven’t had a need for it Some 
don’t talk until they are five years old, 
and sometimes the cause for this is 
never known.” 
If a child is between three and five 
years old and is handicapped in at 
least one of several areas (speech, 
vision, physical disorder, m ental 
retardation, minimal brain dam age 
or emotional d sturbance), 
he is 
eligible for Early Childhood. 
When a parent makes application to 
the PISD for his child to enter the 
program, a thorough screening of the 
propective student takes place. 
Depending on th e individual’s 


handicap, a 
number of different 
professionals p a rtic ip a te in the 
screening. The E arly Childhood 
teachers, school principal, special 
education diagnostician and speech 
therapist could all take part in the 
evaluation. 
The final decision as to whether or 
not a child would benefit from Early 
Childhood rests in the hands of the 
Admission-Review-Dismissal 
com­ 
mittee which consists of a sm aller 
group of the same people who help 
screen the child originally. 
When the child is adm itted to the 
program, he is put into the morning 
class if he is severely involved or into 
the afternoon class if his problem is 
less physical in nature. 
“Once the children are in our 
program , we make every effort to. 
meet each child’s individual needs,” 
stressed Mrs. Easley. The Early 
Childhood staff consists of three 
teachers, a speech therapist, two 
aides, an adaptive physical education 
instructor and special teacher for the 
visually impaired. 
Housed 
in 
Jackson 
Elem entary 
School, the Early Childhood program 
strives to improve a num ber of dif­ 
ferent skills in its students. During the 
first month of classes, the teachers 
informally evaluate their students as 
to 
self-help, 
social, 
language, 
cognitive, fine and gross motor skills. 
An individual plan suited to each 
ch ild ’s p a rtic u la r needs is then 
devised The students are then put 
together in “ workable groups,” said 
Mrs. Easley, and the teachers “zero 
in on where the child is functioning 
developmentally and proceed to teach 
them .” 
“ It’s not always the case that kids 
with the sam e problems are put in the 
sam e group,” the team chairman 
explained. “ Kids model after each 
other even more than after teachers ” 
Emphasizing 
that 
the 
program 
“tries real hard not to be a babysitting 
service,” Mrs Easley noted that the 
half-day classes involve a variety of 
educational and social activities. 
“ For a lot of our children, it is the 
first time they’ve ever had an ex­ 
perience outside the hom e,” she

It is characterized 
by mild pain, sensitivity to light, is 
mildy contagious, and a resistance 
to any medicine that you can buy 
without a prescription. 
Allergic conjunctivitis is by far 
the most common and there are a 
slug of decongestant eyedrops that 
may be purchased for this and they 
work pretty good.

“ Apache.”

Despite the mask,

surely could discern that the 
I>one Hanger

One theory is that “kemo 
sabe” was based on the 
Yavapai Indian word “kin- 
m a sa b a ,’’ m eaning “ one 
who is white.”

Other senators, how­ 
ever, want to keep the present lid 
on firmly. 
What keeps the pressure for 


deregulation alive is the knowl­

Alaska will probably bear a 
price tag of around $3.50 and 
LNG supplies from Indonesia, 
promising relief for California, 
will be ticketed at up to $4. 
R egulation discourages the 
push for more domestic produc­ 
tion. The Senate is keeping the 
bid for deregulation alive. 
Success could trigger recon­ 
sideration in the House, which 
has

d e­ 
regulation. 
In the long run, the nation 
would benefit.

When his campaign for human rights produced di­ 
plomatic flak from the Soviet Union earlier this year, 
President C arter attem pted to defuse the controversy 
by pointing out that every nation, including the United 
States, has com m itted some offenses against human 
rights He cited the example of U.S. restrictions on 
travel to this country 
Last week the President made the “ we all do it” 
gloss on the human rights issue a bit more difficult for 
the Russians 
or himself 
to cite convincingly Over 
the objections of the AFL-CIO, 
the Carter ad 
m inistration decided to admit to this country four 
Russian trade unionists invited to a Chicago labor 
conference. 
American union leaders argued unsuccessfully that 
the Russians should be barred because they are not 
legitim ate trade unionists but creatures of the Soviet 
state But the sam e is true of the nominal diplomats 
and journalists who come to this country regularly 
from Russia and other Communist states. 
The U.S. loses nothing by allowing the Soviet 
unionists to enter this country, but the Kremlin loses a 
lot 
it is one example poorer in its difficult campaign 
to prove the U S. is as repressive as it is. 


Tulsa World 
While the whole theory of economic boycott of coun­ 
tries whose human rights policies differ from those of 
the U S won t stand up. the idea of boycotting such a 
flagrant tyrant as Idi Amin of Uganda has a strong 
appeal 
The House of Representatives will be asked to do that 
very thing soon in legislation to be introduced by Rep 
Don Pease, D-Ohio. 
Pease says the U S. should quit buying green coffee 
from Uganda, from which the government of Idi Amin 
received nearly $177 million i i i the first six months of 
1977 
That is a third of Uganda’s total export earnings. 
Pease contends Amin is able to stay in power by paying 
his arm y well and allowing them freedom to loot and 
kill, and that the coffee money from the U.S. helps him 
do just that 


The idea of trading with only those countries whose 
policies are agreeable inevitably breaks down at some 
point. If pursued to its logical extrem e, we would find 
ourselves trading with only a handful of highly 
developed democratic countries, most of whom would 
not be able to supply the raw m aterials need for U.S. 
industry. 
Yet the U.S. — under pressure from third world

Rhodesia, 
refusing 
to

Rhodesian chromium because of the policies of the 
white minority government of Ian Smith. 
But even Smith’s most dedicated enemies have never 
accused his government of the atrocities that most of 
the world agrees occur daily under the tyrant Amin in 
Uganda 
Pease s argument for a boycott of Ugandan coffee is 
powerful and one that the Congress will find difficult to 
overlook.

I am 
very 
impressed with the idea of 
biomass conversion. Can you 
tell me what is the potential 
for using biomass as an 
alternate energy source in 
Texas? 
Dear Reader: Biomass is 
not yet a household word, but 
it will be as soon as people 
learn that it has the potential 
to be one of our major 
energy resources. 
Biomass is any biological 
(organic) material. It can be 
wood from the forest, weeds 
from your 
yard, 
manure 
from the feedlots, or algae 
from the gulf. It can be 
burned 
to 
power electric 
generators 
or 
it 
can 
be 
converted to fuels such as 
oil, alcohol, or methane gas. 
Methane is of particular 
interest 
b ecau se it 
can 
substitute for natural gas. 
Texas is very dependent 
on gas. Presently, natural 
gas supplies us with about 38 
percent of our energy needs. 
However, experts tell us that 
natural gas supplies in the 
United 
S ta tes 
m ay 
be 
depleted 
in 
less than 20 
years. If we are to meet 
future energy demands, we 
must find alternate fuels. 


Methane from biomass may 
be an answer. 
One important source of 
biomass is municipal and 
a g r i c u l t u r a l 
w a s t e s . 
According to inform ation 
from the T exas E nergy 
Advisory Council and the 
U.S. Bureau of Mines, the 24 
m illion 
tons 
of organic 
wastes produced annually in 
Texas could be converted to 
enough 
m ethane 
gas 
to 
supply 
us 
with 
ap ­ 
proximately 7 percent of our 
gas needs. 
In addition to organic 
wastes, much attention is 
being given to the possibility 
of growing crops specifically 
for b iom ass conversion. 
Plants such as sorghum, 
sugarcane, sunflower, water 
hyacinth, and seaweed all 
show 
prom ise. 
T hese 
“energy crops” have the 
potential to produce prac­ 
tically as much gas as we 
want. It is estimated that 
only 3 percent of Texas’ 
262,970 square m iles (or the 
equivalent space in the gulf) 
would 
h ave 
to 
becom e 
energy plantations in order 
for us to be able to produce a 
quantity 
of 
m ethane 
equivalent to the amount of 


natural gas currently being 
used by Texas consumers. 
The idea of using methane 
from biomass is especially 
attractive when we consider 
that the present system of 
storage tanks and pipelines 
can be used, that the fuel is a 
non-polluting 
renew able 
resource 
and

prices are rising, biomass 
conversion seem s to be an 
excellent alternative. 
Dear 
Bob: 
W hatever 
happened to those drums of 
lead that sank off the coast of 
Italy in a shipwreck several 
years ago? 
Dear Reader: In January, 
an Italian judge ordered the 
governm ent 
to 
begin 
retrieving the metal drums 
since there were only 3 or 4 
m onths left before they 
would start leaking and 
would be unsafe to salvage. 
As of April, the 240 tons of 
toxic tetra ethyl lead were 
still lying on the bottom of 
the Adriatic Sea and the 
Italian governm ent 
was 
planning a two-year study of 
the problem.

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Urban Crime Hits America 
Fear of ‘The Streets ’ Threatens City-Dwellers 


(Editor’s Note: This is the 
fourth in a series of 15 ar­ 
ticles exploring “Crime and 
Justice in Am erica.”

C rim e 
has 
becom e 
a 
symbol of the city. 
No 
other 
problem 
so 
em bodies the fe a rs and 
concerns of city people, or 
their apparent impotency to 
protect their persons and 
property, or to gain control 
over their lives. 
City people—compared to 
others—are justified in their 
concerns 
over 
crim e. 
“Street crim e,” “ordinary 
clim e,” by whatever name 
we call it, is predominantly 
an urban problem, though in 
recent years serious crime 
rates have been increasing 
more rapidly in suburban 
and rural areas than in large 
central cities. 
Recorded crim e has in fact 
increased substantially in 
city and country alike—by 
about one-third since 1970, 
for serious 
violent and 
property crim es, 
and by 
more than double since 1960, 
according to the Uniform 
Crime Reports of the FBI. 
Public alarm 
over 
the 
seriousness of crim e has 
grown in recent years along 
with rising official crime 
rates. 
Yet in fact, people may not 
be as powerless to affect the 
extent 
of crim e as they 
think. An in creased un­ 
derstanding of who commits 
most crim e and why points 
to the very real possibility of 
achieving some m easure of 
crim e 
control 
through 
community action. 
CRIMINAL STATISTICS 
H ie statistics of crim e 
must be viewed with caution. 
Som etim es 
the 
actual 
amount of crim e is over­ 
stated, 
som etim es 
un­ 
derstated. 
Lincoln Steffens tells in his 
autobiography how he and 


rival reporter Jacob Riis 
“created” a crim e wave in 
turn-of-the-century 
New 
York 
City 
m erely 
by 
publishing stories of crim es 
ordinarily ignored by that 
city’s press. 
S im ilarly, 
a 
Colorado 
study indicates that public 
opinion about crim e reflects 
new spaper 
co verage 
of 
crime more closely 
than 
actual crim e rates. 
In 
addition, 
changing 
laws, 
for example, 
those 
regarding the manufacture, 
distribution and 
use of 
drugs, change not only the 
statistics of crim e, but the 
behavior of those who en­ 
force the law, as well as 
those who violate it and are 
protected by it. 
Increased 
alarm 
over 
crim e has also led to in­ 
creased 
reporting 
of 
criminal victimization. 
The precise amount 
of 
unreported crim e 
is 
im ­ 
possible to determine, but a 
decade of surveys suggest 
that the actual amount is two 
to three times that recorded 
in police statistics. 
The conclusion that there 
is much more crim e than is 
reflected in official statistics 
is supported by extensive 
studies in which citizens— 
usually young people—are 
asked 
to 
respond 
to 
questions about their own 
commission of crimes. 
These studies find that 
v irtu ally everyone 
does 
things that are illegal, but 
relatively 
few 
go on 
to 
become serious criminals. 
YOUTH AND t RIME 
Among 
those 
who 
do 
com m it serious 
crim es, 
young people from age 15 
into their early 
20s are 
heavily 
over-represented. 
The highest proportion of 
a rre sts 
for 
the 
violent 
crim es of homicide, forcible 
rape, 
robbery 
and 
aggravated assault for the 
past several years has been 
of 18-year-olds; and for 
burglary, larceny-theft and 
motor vehicle theft, of 16- 
year-olds. 
Arrests of females 
for 
serious crim es have in­ 
creased in recent years, but 
about 90 percent of those 


arrested for serious violent 
crim es and 80 percent for 
property crim es are male. 
Finally, arrest rates are 
highest for blacks and most 
other minority groups and 
for the poor. 
No one argues that being 
poor, young, male, black, or 
an urban resident makes one 
crim in al. 
But 
these 
associations provide im ­ 
portant clues to causation 
and to control. 
So pow erful are these 
associations between crime 
and age, sex and urban 
poverty that they help to 
explain a large proportion of 
recent 
changes in 
crime 
rates. 
The population aged 14-24 
increased during the 1960s 
by more than 50 p ercen ­ 
tile highest in our history, 
compared to only IO percent 
during the 1950s and about 
the same projected for the 
1970s. 
This placed great pressure 
on law enforcement, at a 
tim e when national and 
world events combined to 
produce explosive changes.

While the vast majority of

political kidnappings, 
air­ 
plane hijackings, threats to 
city water and power sup­ 
plies, and seemingly random 
assaults justified by their 
perpetrators on political and 
ideological grounds. 
The distinction

motivated crim e often is 
difficult to make, especially 
in countries such as Nor­

plagued by deep political,

The rhetoric of ideology is 
w idespread also

U nited S tates, esp ecially 
among some youth gangs 
and in prisons where those

m ales. Many h ave little 
attach m en t to leg itim ate 
organizations 
and

stitu tio n s, and th erefo re 
little stake in conformity. 
Prison seldom strengthens 
conventional ties. Lessons 
learned and contacts made 
in prison provide greater 
opportunity and 
incentive 
both 
for 
rev o lu tionary 


political activity and for a 
career in crime. 
CAUSES AND CONTROL 
Locking people up more 
efficiently and for longer 
periods of time may achieve 
a 
g re a te r 
m easure 
of 
safety—in the short run. In 
the long run. it is simply too 
expensive, and too divisive 
to society, to keep large 
numbers of citizens isolated 
for very long. 
We must, therefore, deal 
with the causes of the crim e 
problem 
in 
m ore 
fun­ 
damental ways, even as we 
protect ourselves from the 
most violent and destructive 
by incarceration. 
The causes of crim e range 
from p aren tal and peer 
relationships 
to 
m edia 
messages; from individual 
c h a ra c teristic s 
to 
the 
stru ctu re of the society 
w ithin 
which 
law s 
a re 
written and enforced and 
inequalities of opportunity, 
w ealth 
and

a re 
created and maintained. 
The grinding effects of 
poverty 
in an 
affluent,

R ecent studies suggest

causes

related to' the lack of ef­ 
fective controls em anating 
in families and other in­ 
stitutions 
and

munities. 
Families appear to 
be 
especially 
im portant 
in 
explaining the involvement 
of youngsters

delinquencies and so-called 
“status offenses”—behavior 
for which juveniles but not 
adults can be arrested. The

Family relationships also

allowed a “normal” meal 
with some restrictions on 
calories. Dieters buy the 
powder, and often vitamins 
and other products in the 
plan, from a dealer who sells 
a month’s supply for $25-$30. 
The dealers make mar­ 
velous 
claim s 
of 
large 
weight losses and som e 
people may lose weight--but 
they pay a price. That high- 
priced “milkshake” is just a 
low-calorie meal disguised 
as a miracle-working diet 
food, says Jeanne Freeland, 
Ph.D., assistant professor of 
nutrition at The University 
of Texas at Austin. 
Dr. 
Freeland 
says 
the 
diet’s big attraction is that 
some people may stick to it 
because it has a gimmick 
and it is a prepackaged meal 
(so it might be easier to 
prepare than a regular low- 
calorie meal). Such a plan 
might be all right if people 
have a lot of money to spend 
on diets and if the diet is 
safe. 
The federal Food and Drug 
Administration 
has 
not 
made an official ruling on 
these diets but an FDA of­ 
ficial savs the agencv has 


been collecting complaints 
of ineffectiveness and illness 
on at 
least one 
of the 
products. 
Some 
other 
milkshake diets have for­ 
mulas similar to the one 
being investigated. 
One of 
the diet 
plans 
claims people can lose up to 
30 pounds in one month. 
Since a person has to omit 
3,500 calories to lose one 
pound of fat, Dr. Freeland 
says a person would have to 
omit 105,000 calories a month 
to lose 30 pounds. This feat 
could be difficult since most 
people only eat about 60,000 
calories a month. 
One of the big problems 
with fad diets of any type is 
that the fads do not teach 
people eating habits that will 
keep weight off with out 
expensive or potentially 
harmful gim m icks. After 
stopping a fad diet, a person 
will still have the habit of 
g o r g i n g , 
c o n t i n u o u s 
snacking or whatever else it 
was that helped bring on 
obesity. 
A good 
diet 
takes off 
pounds using a combination 
of a pre-diet medical check­ 
up, som e exercise, and 


changing bad eating habits 
so people will eat adequate 
amounts of balanced meals. 
This type of program does 
not make the big claims of 
fast loss that fad diets do. 


In fact people on sensible 
diets may get discouraged 
when wieght loss slows down 
after a big loss because they 
take off fat, (not just water 
weight that is almost always 
regained) and they change 
destructive eating 
habits, 
says Kay Southworth of 
Austin, a representative of 
the 
Texas 
Dietetic 
Association. 


To start off a good diet, 
anybody, 
but especially 
those with chronic medical 
problems, should check with 
a doctor before dieting.

In a recent discussion with 
a neighbor, I happened to 
mention that I was 37 years 
old.

Stitching 
Witchery

Q: I guess maybe I really 
am a self-sacrificing mother, 
but I do get more pleasure out 
of buying and doing for my 
three children than for my­ 
self. 
The other evening my 
husband sat me down and 
gave me a “talking to,” 
serious and firm.

(because I can’t find a satis­

Have you bought your 
sweater panel? Then you are 
ready to cut away. But 
first. ... 
Make all pattern altera­ 
tions before cutting your pat­ 
tern. Most of the sweater 
panels have a horizontal de­ 
sign that must be matched 
not only at side seams, but 
sleeve-to-bodice as well. Any 
alterations made after the 
sweater is cut out could throw 
the design off. 


Do not pull and stretch the 
fabric as you cut. Because of 
the “give” of sweater panels, 
there is a tendency to put too 
much stress on the* fabric. 
Make all pattern markings 
with tailor's chalk on the 
wrong side. Do not snip into 
the seam allowance to mark 
notches and dots. 


To give your sweater sta­ 
bility at the shoulders, stitch 
a length of preshrunk twill 
tape into the seamline. 


For a truly professional 
look, stitch the seams on the 
seamline, trim to one-quarter 
inch, then use an overlock 
stitch over the raw edges of 
the seam allowances. 
Keep pressing to a mini­ 
mum. Use press cloth and 
steam. For topstitching, use a 
longer stitch.

Dear Betty: 
I have re­ 
ceived several sets of linen 


napkins, so I have worked up 
some ideas and would like to 
hear of any others. One set 
was hemstitched. I cut each 
napkin in four squares and 
fitted the hems together with 
lace inserts that match the 
linen. Then I cut around the 
outer edge to shape a boudoir 
pillow top. For backing, I 
used a napkin from a set that 
did not have hemstitching. 
I used one set of napkins 
that had rolled 
hems 
in 
another way. I cut off the 
hems and put the edges to­ 
gether with a heavy lace in­ 
sert we call beading. I ran 
colored baby ribbon through 
the holes. TTien I shaped the 
finished product by cutting 
the outer edges into the shape 
required. — Leona C. Hill, 
McAllen, Tex.

However, there is ob­ 
viously more of a chance of 
such youngsters reaching 
their full potential if they are 
brought up in an enriched, 
loving home setting. 
Instead of being a financial 
burden on the state they can 
often be on the wage-earning, 
tax-paying side. 
You might suggest that 
your sister contact the local, 
county or state ARC (As­ 
sociation 
for 
Retarded 
Citizens). Through those 
people she will no doubt 
receive support in doing what 
she and her husband want to 
do. 
All of this certainly doesn’t 
mean that every handicapped 
child should be kept at home. 
Proper placement depends on 
what is best for the individual 
youngster and his or her 
family.

Well, here we are, Sunday again. 
For those of you who read my column last week—and I 
know somebody did. because I received a very sweet and 
encouraging sympathy card in the mail as per my request—I 
did go to Louisiana, I did get my things, at least most of 
them, and I did get them moved in All except my cat. She’s 
coming this weekend. 
So, as I settle down to life in a Plano apartment complex, I 
find myself seeking subject matter. And what should come 
popping into my mind but washaterias, a subject closely 
related to my recent move. 
A washer and dryer in the kitchen closet were included in 
the rent payments in my Dallas apartment. Not so here. 
After five years of having a washer and dryer in my kitchen 
(both in Louisiana and in Dallas), I am again subjected to 
the rigors of commercial laundromats. 
Those of you who have washers and dryers, drop down on 
your knees this instant and say a prayer of gratitude. Those 
of you who don't, read along and weep in common misery. 
Commercial laundromats have advanced somewhat since 
the days of my very first apartment, but back then, at the 
tender age of 19, it didn’t seem so terrible to have to lug 
baskets of dirty laundry into the washateria, scrounge for 
quarters and dimes (Hack then I would scrounge for them, 
but now I save every one I get like Silas Ma mer himself) and 
get dizzy watching the striped towels spinning round and 
round in the dryer. 
Now it’s traumatic every week. 
To liegin with, I am a born procrastinator, especially when 
it comes to doing things I hate to do anyway. So, every week 
I go through every towel and washcloth, every dish towel, 
every set of sheets and pillowcases and my entire wardrobe 
of underwear in an attempt to put off the dreaded task even 
one more day. As a result, I <‘ud up with about seven baskets 
of grimy laundry. Well, actually, I don’t guess I can say 
“ baskets" of grimy laundry. There are really only two 
legitimate baskets. The other laundry carriers may include 
anything from a dutch oven to paper sacks to a pillow case. 
It’s embarrassing to even own that many dirty clothes, but 
it’s doubly embarrassing when you don’t have enough 
laundry baskets to hold them all. 
After getting everything into the washateria, the task of 
sorting begins And, of course, you have to put your things in 
two washers here, three over there, one way down at the 
other end of the row and the last one clear over on the other 
side Have you ever tried to find seven available washers in 
a row‘> 
Then you have to sit and wait. And wait. And wait. During 
this waiting you can read, if you can concentrate over the 
.sloshing and whirring sounds and the smell of detergent, but 
this is difficult, as you have to get up every few minutes to 
check which cycle your clothes are in and to try to 
remember which machines to add the fabric softener or 
bleach or other laundry aids to in one of their seemingly 
endless cycles. 
When the clothes finally get through washing, you load 
them all in the dryers, and then when they’re through 
tumbling, you have to try to take them out, which is difficult 
when the clothes get so hot they scorch your fingers. 
lf you can find an open sorting table, you can fold your 
laundry at the washateria and not have that to fool with 
when you get home Tliat is. unless your laundry, like mine, 
contains the absolute dregs from the underwear drawer and 
there are a lot of people standing around watching.

Multi-Use Furniture Can 
Stretch Your Room Space

Q. We are planning to take 
out some walls to create a 
larger living room from sev­ 
eral small rooms. I want the 
room to be casual and yet 
warm and livable for enter­ 
taining and for everyday 
family use. 
I plan to buy new furnish­ 
ings and will need new 
carpeting and curtains. We 
like natural things and colors. 
Do you have some sug­ 
gestions for furnishing the 
room? - W.B. 
A. You should probably 
concentrate on multipurpose 
furnishings to stretch your 
space and provide for both 
everyday comforts as well as 
entertaining. 
In a room arranged with 
multipurpose 
pieces 
by 
Drexel and Heritage it was 
possible to transform an inti­ 
mate tete-a-tete into a pot­ 
luck dinner for IO with ease. 
Designers helped to create 
a casual feeling with natural 
colors, patterns and textures 
which complement and con­ 
trast. For example, a natural 
pigskin-covered sofa comple­ 
mented the natural wood 
finish of the wood and glass- 
topped cocktail table with its 
space stretching quartet of 
ottomans. 
Windows were treated in a 
tailored fashion with natural 
tortoise - shell - finished 
shades. 


Pattern was introduced in 
an armless chair and pair of 
armless chairs which create 
a sofa. Note the absence of 
arms on the commodious 
chairs stretch seating for 
parties. 
Particularly handy for 
serving anything from a light 
snack to a generous buffet 
supper is a pair of servers 
with cane fronts flanked by a 
pair of etageres (one of which 
features a small wine stor­ 
age).

Q. We’re planning to re­ 
model our kitchen and I 
would like to include an is­ 
land in the center of the room. 
About how much 
space 
should I figure around the 
center unit? — E.E. 


A. Naturally the confines of 
your space dictate how far 
you can go but I believe you 
will find that most designers 
will say you will need at least 
three feet of space from the 
center unit to every other 
part of the kitchen and four 
feet is really better. The ex­ 
tra space makes it possible 
for two persons to work in the 


kitchen at the same time 
without bumping into each 
other. 
Since you say you are re­ 
modeling, you might be in­ 
terested in a book I have 
found interesting. It is “How 
To Remodel Your Kitchen 
and Save $$$$” by George A. 
Cook (Published by Dolphin 
Books, $5.95). It seems to 
cover most questions we 
come across when con­ 
templating 
creating 
our 
dream kitchen. 


Q. We have created a den- 
study out of an extra bedroom 
and our problem is lighting. I 
have a desk lamp and a floor 
lamp which are great for 
close-up work but I would like 
some general kind of room 
lighting. 
However, we do move the 
furniture around and I feel 
something attached to the 
wall or ceiling would in in­ 
conveniently placed some­ 
times. What would you sug­ 
gest? — R. P. 
A. A very pleasant solution 
might be to incorporate your 
lighting into your draperies 
and wash the area with a soft 
light. You can do this by in­ 
stalling a box at ceiling 
height on the wall. At the 
back, closest to the wall, the 
draperies can be hung. In 
front of that long, tube light­ 
ing can be installed. 
Be certain the box is con­ 
structed so that the glare of 
the light is not distracting.

POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY - Please tell us what we can use to 
get rid of water bugs. — VIRGINIA. 


D EA R V IR G IN IA - Borax is often recommended for 


eliminating water bugs as it is less dangerous to humans 
than many other things. You might try spreading plain 
borax powder around where the bugs have been seen or 
wherever you think they come in. If this does not do the 
job then mix equal parts of the borax and powdered 
sugar. — PO LLY. 


DEAR POLLY - I had a Pet Peeve that I finally solved 
myself. When gardening I wear work gloves, but take them off 
when planting seeds. I was always finding myself at one of the 
garden and my gloves at the other. Finally I decided to clip a 
clothespin to the pocket of my jeans and this holds my gloves 
when I take them off. I am saved time and a lot of steps — 
CLARA. 
DEAR POLLY — We had the same problem that Mrs A 
has with mold on a north wall. It seemed the basic cause was 
poor circulation. When a furnace has no fan or blower place a 
small fan near the ceiling at the source of heat and aim it 
downward. Sometimes a small shelf can be put up near the 
ceiling in a problem room and the fan set on it 
As for painting, first remove all mold possible with a soft 
brush and a mold killer bought at the paint store Some mold 
will remain in the plaster or wall material so it must be 
shellacked and then painted with mildew-resistant paint In 
addition to the circulation problem you might check the soil 
outside the wall as too much moisture there can also cause 
mold and sweating inside. — MRS. M. 
DEAR POLLY — Adding a quarter cup of cooking oil to any 
cake mix will make a cake just like our grandmothers used to 
bake. 
Those who have small families can bake and ice a cake in 
any size and after the icing sets cut the cake in quarters or 
slices and lay on paper plates. Cover well and freeze and then 
no cake is wasted or gets stale as the pieces are thawed in­ 
dividually. — MARY R.

The American consumer is 
becoming more “home secu­ 
rity” minded — particularly 
when selling or buying a resi­ 
dence. 
The increased concern is 
justified in view of statistics 
that show an ominous rise in 
the frequency of home bur­ 
glaries. And many of those 
“rip-off happenings” occur 
when the property is on the 
market, when a steady flow 
of prospective buyers (or 
prospective burglars) inspect 
every nook and corner. 
Special precautions are 
now being taken by owners 
and brokers to prevent such 
happenings. 
For 
example, 
prospective buyers are being 
qualified and screened more 
carefully before given an on­ 
site inspection of the proper­ 
ty- 
Some consumers have ex­ 
pressed particular concern 
about the security of their 
home when listed through a 
community Multiple Listing 
Service (MLS) as reported in 
a recent column. Our follow­ 
up investigation revealed 
that some alert MLS groups 
are meeting that problem 
head-on, with positive action. 
“Sure, some of our MUS 
members sometimes forget 
to secure a lock-box on a 
listed home, but we’re taking 
steps to correct that situ­ 


ation,” said Norman E. La 
Selle, executive vice presi­ 


dent of the Denver Board of 
Realtors. 
The 
Denver 
Board 
has 
launched a “member educa­ 
tion” program to help reduce 
home burglaries within their 
inventory of MLS listings. 


The San Fernando Valley 
(Calif.) MLS, the nation’s 
largest, has gone a 
step 
farther. They have set up a 
“Security Sub-committee” of 
MLS members who work di­ 
rectly with local law enforce­ 
ment officials in implement­ 
ing strategic projects to deter 
home burglaries. 


“This is a very active and 
effective sub-committee, and 
their objective 
of 
cutting 
down home burglaries is be­ 
ing achieved,” said James 
Link, MLS coordinator for the 
San Fernando Valley Board 
of Realtors. 
Home owners who still feel 
that 
listing 
their 
home 
through their local MLS 
might pose too great a secu­ 
rity risk now have another 
option, in many communities. 
They may list their home 
with a selected MLS-member 
realtor and sign a “waiver 
form” that permits the prop­ 
erty to by-pass MLS process­ 
ing.

NAHB Requests Hearings 


Robert Arquilla, president 
of the National Association 
of Home Builders, 
today 
urged Congress to conduct 
hearings on the many in­ 
flationary pressures, 
par­ 
ticularly the recent surge in 
m aterials costs, which are 
driving up 
the 
price of 
housing. 
“The cost increases are 
hitting builders and con­ 
sumers from all directions,” 
Arquilla said . “ And the 
danger signals which have 
warned of each 
national 
econom ic 
decline 
since 
World War II seem to be 
flashing once again.” 
Arquilla said there are 


m any 
causes of housing’s 
high rate of inflation in­ 
cluding restrictive govern­ 
m ental 
regulations 
and 
delays, escalating land and 
developm ent 
costs, 
and 
rising labor wages without a 
corresponding increase in 
productivity. 
“ But the straw that could 
break the cam el’s back,” 
Arquilla said, “ is the recent 
surge in m aterials costs— 
p a rtic u la rly the rise in 
lumber and wood products 
which account for about 15 
percent of the sales price of a 
new hom e.” NAHB figures 
show a 20 percent increase in 
lumber prices in the last two 


months alone, 40 percent in 
the last year, and 90 percent 
in the last 
two 
years. 
Arquilla said these abrupt 
cost increases have added 
about $1,000 to $1,500 to the 
sales price of a new home, 
depending on its size. 
In addition to lumber, the 
NAHB spokesman pointed to 
i n s u l a t i o n 
m a t e r i a l s , 
drywall and plumbing fix­ 
tures, among other rising 
costs which are adding to the 
price burden. 
“We are asking Congress 
to delve into this area 
because the p rices and 
supply of lumber and other 
hard m aterials are critical 


to long term productivity 
and to the containment of 
housing prices to the con- 
sum m er," Arquilla said. 


Arquilla, 
a 
Chicago 
builder, said that while the 
rest of the econom y is 
saddled with 6 percent in­ 
flation, the housing industry 
is experiencing cost in­ 
creases reminiscent of the 
double-digit inflation days of 
1973-74. “ These costs, which 
must be passed along to the 
consumer, 
are 
shattering 
the housing hqpes of millions 
of American families and 
raising serious doubts as to 
the strength and durability 
of the national economic 
recovery,” he said.
